They should be doubly honored this year for the 
thankless task of “winding down” the Viet Nam 
war — a conflict in which many of them have par- 
ticipated. 

Unlike veterans of previous periods in our 
history, those returning from Viet Nam will find 
no brass bands awaiting them, but a nation pre- 
occupied with dissension and confusion over eco- 
nomic and social troubles. These troubles would 
,assume far more reasonable proportions if the re- 
spect of our nation, which is implicit in Veterans’ 
Day, could enjoy a rebirth. A part of that respect 
can be redeemed by observing Veterans’ Day in 
the spirit in which it was conceived by patriotic 
Americans of half a century ago, There was 
no question then of the greatness of our nation, 
its purposes nor the quality of its citizens. 

We should realize that what was true ‘then is 
true now. There is no greater nation than the 
United States. Those who have served in its mili- 
tary forces are symbolic of everything in which 
free men believe — the Christian ideals of person- 
al liberty, the rule of law and the sanctity of the 
home and the individual]. There is no better time 
to pay homage to all of these safeguards of human 
dignity and freedom and to the members of the 
m Armed Forces who have helped to preserve them

For some time now, it haa been apparent thet the 
local property tax to support local schools was on 
the way out in Michigan—either to be completely 
sacked, or to be modified greatly. 


It now appears that the property tax axe will be 
wielded by the courts rather than by the legislature 
or the voters themaelves. 


_ Gov, Milliken and Frank J. Kelley, state attorney 
General, have joined forces to present a test case to 
the state courts, claimiig that the local property 
oat he and ro at the local level, does not 
vide equal lucational opportunity f u 
students in Michigan, and Tnerefos eS ae 
constitutional. 
This court case is yet another approach to solve 
the two-pronged question of financing the 
costs of education, and gaining some 
respite from the equally burgeoning impact of local 
property taxes. 


Gov. Milliken has been battling for education 
reform for the past two or three years. He has 
proposed to the legislature that the local property 
tax be replaced by a statewide system of taxe. to 
support local education. 


So far the legislature has not seen fit to go along. 
The hangup in the capitol is not 20 much over the 
principle of the thing, as to the specifics on just what — 
tax would replace the property tax.

School Property Taxes On Way Out 


want a graduated state income tax; Republicans 
want nothing to do with tax graduation. The result 
has been stalemate. 


Yet another route is also being pursued. That's a 
petition drive to put the whole question on the ballot 
80 the people can decide directly. Again, the split in 
tax reformers has come over the specifics of the 
replacement revenue; but the netition route is stilla 
possibility. 


The Milliken-Kelley court case, however, appears 
to be the quickest and surest route to reform. 


Kelley says the present school financing methods 
are ‘unfair, unequal and inequitable."’ The Kelley- 
Milliken suit contends that present schoo! support 
programs—based on property taxes levied within 
each school district on each district's tax base— 
violates the federal and state constitutional 
guarantees that every person is entitled-to equal 
Protection of the laws. 


The two top state officials acted after a California 
state court ruled out a similar property tax system 
for schools in that state. The California court ruled: 


“This funding scheme invidiously discriminates 
against the poor because it makes the quality of a 
child’s education a function of the wealth of his 
parents and neighbors.” 

If it’s true in California, it probably is true in 
Michigan, too. The California case will undoubtedly

find its way into federal court on an appeal, so the 
weary taxpayers—and parents—likely will have to 
wait for the final word for some time. 


The Kelley-Milliken suit asks thai the court make 
no orders affecting school millage before the 1972-73 
school year, That makes sense, because otherwise 
is would be pretty disruptive for your kids to find out 
at the Christmas break, perhaps, that up to now 
they’ve been denied the equal protection of the tax 
laws; much better to find out during summer 
vacation. 


What we're talking about is not peanuts. It adds 
up to about $1 billion a year in local property taxes 
that would have to be replaced probably by a 
statewide tax system of some sort. One billion 
dollars is a lot of state taxes. 


~ It would probably make sense, under the expected 


favorable decision in the Milliken-Kelley case, that 
the state impose school taxes, and parcel them out 
completely, assuring—at least within Michigan— 
equal educational protection of tax laws. 


If that is the case, then the state assuredly will 
take over complete direction of local public 
education. Local boards may stay around for a 
while as window dressing, but the hand that pays 
ihe piper will wieid the big stick—if you'll pardon 
ihe mixed metaphor. 

And why not?

Most manufacturers offer 
warranties for replacing or 
repairing defective parts for 
two years after date of orig- 
inal purchase, with normal 
vse. 


Which type of dishwasher is 
more practical for small kitch- 
ens, a front-loading or top- 
loading model? 

If the kitchen is narrow, 
the top-loading model is more 
practical. Front-loading mod- 
els have a door that opens 
down with racks that pull out 
like drawers. So, considera- 
ble space is consumed while 
loading and unloading. 


Why are some dishwashers 
called “built-in” models? 
Aren't all dishwashers built- 
in ercept portables? 
“Built-in” or undercounter 
dishwashers are unfinished 
on the top, sides and back 
and are designed to be built 
into a row of base cabinets, 
under a continuous counter- 
top. They are permanentiy 
connected to water, drain and 
electricity. These are natu- 
rally front-loading appliances. 


What does the word “lumens” 
mean? 

Lumens measure the light 
output—the brightness—pro. 
duced by a light bulb. This 
term now appears on the 
sleeve that protects the light 
bulb along with other infor- 
mation that describes how 
light bulbs will perform on 
the average. 


What's the difference between 
wattage and lumens? 
Wattage measures the in- 
put, not the output of light. 
Lumens meaaure the output 
or the performance, Some 
people think that all light 
bulbs using the same wattage 
produce the same amount of 
light. This is not always true.

What does a ford processor 
have to do to get government ap- 
proval of a new food additive? 

It is very hard for a food pro- 
cessor to get government approv- 


ai to add anything to a food prod- © 
uct unless strict procedures are © 


met. 

The ‘few additive must be prov- 
en safe for human consumption 
by a series of laboratory tests. 
The food processor or manufac- 
turer of the additive is respon- 
sible for conducting the test, 2!- 
though in practice, most testing 
is done by reputable independent 
laboratories, Testing may take 
two years or more to complete, 
and cost thousands of dollars. 

Government scientists check 
out not only the results of the 
tests, but the testing procedure as 
well. If the results are approved, 
regulations permitting use of the 
additives will be issued. 

Regulations permitting an addi- 
tive to be uzed limit the amount 
to be used to the minimum 
amount necessary to accomplish 
its intended purpose. No addi- 
tives are permitted that do not 
perform a useful function in the 
food product.

Ever stop to think that 
our supermarkets are really 
in the health business? For 
example, the meat depart- 
ment gives you protein, iron 
and B vitamins. The dairy 
section has calcium, protein, 
riboflavin. Baked goods and 
cereals supply carbohydrates, 
B vitamins and minerals, and 
at produce centers, the A, 
B, C vitamins flourish along 
with needed minerals, 

Many of our larger auper- 
markets stock as many as 
131,000 different food items 
but what they really sell are 
57 kinda of nutrients in four 
basic food groups. That 
makes the supermarket the 
world’s biggest and most 
complete bank of nutrients. 

Time was when people ate 
most anything just to fill 
their stomachs, But modern 
homemakers know that 
“empty calories” are value- 
less. Nutrition is the essen- 
tial factor in family health. 
Flavor is good, color is fine, 
and texture in food can be 
interesting but you can’t live 
on them alone. You have to 
have a balanced diet to stay 
jhealthy. 

Although each person’s 
needs are different, the con- 
cept of good nutrition means 
a supply of all 57 nutrients 
in adequate amounts for each 
person to be ideally nour- 
ished. Smart shoppers know 
they need proteins, minerals, 
vitamins, fats and carbohy- 
drates in diets as a general 
rule. They also know that 
some foods such as sugar and 
excess fats provide only cal- 
ories without any nutrition. 

The way to better health 
actually would seem to lie 
through the grocery store 
and the food we choose. 

A good first step to learn- 
ing more about the compli- 
cated subject of nutrition is 
to check your local library or 
bookstore for authoritative 
books on the subject, The ex- 
tension service of state uni- 
versities is another excellent 
source of information on 
nutrition.
